‘New York, July 14.—The Fenian navy 
has left Pamrano, N. J., and is probably 
now at sea, going either across the ocean or 
to some British fort néarer at hand, At noon 
yesterday Engineer Gilbert, who was in 
charge of the ram when she started some 
months ago, and proceeded about 200 miles 
outside of Sandy Hook, on which occasion 
she had to return oh account of defects in 
the machinery, went down and informed Mr. 
McGiehan: that he' was going to take tlie ram 
away.

It is a small silver-mounted 
Smith & Wesson revolver,. with five cham- 
bers, allof which were loaded, At’ about 
two o’clock, when the tide Was nearly at its 
height, Mr. John J, Breslingewho, it will be 
remembered, was connected’ with the escape 
of some Fenians from Australia some years 
ago, came around, and, after exhibiting to 
Mr. MeGiehan documents authorizing him 
to take the rams away, he called for and 
paid all charges that Mr. MeGiehan had 
against them. The chains fastening the rams 
were then unlocked and the large vesse!

Wind and Rain Ravage the City—Im- 
mense Damage to Property—The Losses 
in Detail—Accidents and Casualties— 
East Night’s Storm. 


| At six o’clock yesterday afternoon a severe 
storm swept over the city doing serious dam- 
age inali quarters, The full extent of the 
havoc wrought by the winds was not learned 
until to-day. During the prevalence of the 
blew few people imagined the force of the 
winds which swept over the city, lifting 
off roofs, tearing down sheds, fences and 
trees and dashing in glass windows and doors, 


The damage done was hot confined to any 
one district of the city, as the storm swept 
with equal violence from the north and 
northwest over the center of the city and 
across the river into Illinois. The storm, in 
its approach, threatened wilder havoc than 
the rain and wind that followed really ac-- 
complished. That portion of ‘the city 
SOUTH OF CHOUTEAU AVENUE 

apparently escaped with less damage than 
ahy other portion, The most serious dum- 
age was done in Lafayette, Benton, Caron- 
delet, Lyon and Tower Grove parks, in all 
of which some damage was done. The 
shrubbery and flowers were badly beaten 
down, and several young saplings in each of 
these resorts broken down or completely up- 
rootea. A number of birds were killed by 
the swaying and collision of the tree 
branches. 3 eae 

A large heaven tree and a young shade 
tree in front of Nake’s drug store, soutleast 
corner of Grattan street and Chouteau 
avenue, were twisted from their places and 
hurled across the street. 

A portion of the roof af John C. Vogel’s 
house, No, 1515 Missouri avenue, was let 
down in the adjacent yard. Damage $50. 

Several trees in the vicinity of Lafayette 
Park were stripped of their foliage, and 
others comp'etely blown down. 

A bill-poster’s fence, 150x15 feet, was 
blown down between Carroll and Soulard 
streets, on the east side of Seventh street. 

A. shade tree on the northeast corner of 
Lafayette avenue and Eighth street was 
blown down, 

A large treein front of No. 1701 South

which occurred shortly after her discovery, 
was caused by a dose of this poison, though 
by whom administered is yet unknown. 
The ‘woman who first discovered her 
lying in her death throes was Mrs. David 
Osborn, who was attracted tothe spot by 
cries of murder. Hurrying along the 
sidewalk, which is a mere . path, lined 


with heavy growth of weeds 
and nderbrush, on the top of a 
high Midge but little traveled in the late 
hours of evening and early morning, Mrs. 
Osborn saw the girl lying on the ground ani 
partially hidden by some bushes. ‘The poor 
irl was unable to speak, and all that Mrs. 
sborn could do was to attract the attention 
of passers-by. Several persons so drawn to 
the spot recognized the girl as the adopted 
daughter of Horace ©. Cabies, a florist liv- 
ing on Spring street, some half-mile away, 
He was aroused, as also Mr. Adams, the 
deputy Coroner, but it was too late to be of 
any assistance. When the latter arrived 
the young girl was dead. ‘The body was re- 
moved to an undertaxer’s, and yesterday the 
Coroner’s inquest was begun. ‘lhe follow- 
ing facts thus far have been esiablishtd:

THE FOURTEENTH OF JULY. 
This is the memorable Fourteenth of July, 
a day celebrated by patrietic Frenchmen all 
over the world as the anniversary of the de- 
‘struction of the Bastile. It was the work of 
the populace of Paris, but it crushed the 
grim monument of feudal slavery and taught

By that act they loosened the rusty shackles 
of other races and mobilized forces which 
have almost regenerated Europe. The allied 
dynasties of the old world lavished the blood 
and treasure of their people in the effort to 
restore the old regime in France, but came 
out of the contest with their own thrones 
undermined and tottering, and to-day France 
is again a Republic, governed by univer- 
sul suffrage, and again her prosperous 
example of popular self-government 
is filling the dynastic cavinets of 
Europe with visions of popular revolution. 
They all seem to be united in a conspiracy to 
pick. quarrels with France, to thwart her 
co lonial policy, to foster monarchist factions 
among her people and to create a situation 
favorable to the overthrow .of the Republic 
hy some sudden coup d'etat. It is a good 
time for Frenchmen to celebrate the Four- 
teenth of July and to recall the fact that the 
most glorious chapters of French history 
have been written since the Bastile was 
overthrown and have grown out of the re® 
publican instincts and aspirations of their 
race.

the profoundest teachers and leaders of the 
organization. Coming to this country a 
mere youth, in the midst of the civil war, 
Mr. PuLiTzER entered the Federal army, 


style of politics, the issues being-chiefly at 
that time Union and Disunion. InSt. Louis 
as reporter and editor on the Westliche Post, 
he did some service for the Republicans. In 
1868, being twenty-one years of age, he voted 
his first and last Republican ticket. In 1869 
he was elected to the Legislature, At that 
time everything turned upon the en- 
franchisement of the disfranchised Dem- 
ocratic party of Missouri and the re- 
peal of the odious reconstruction laws 
which fanatical Radicalism had fasten- 
ed upon the State. In the Legislature 
Mr. PuirzeR worked and voted for 
enfranchisement, and thereby assisted in the 
regeneration of the State Democracy, In 
the following year he identified himself with 
the Liberal Democracy, and in 1872 helped to 
organize the movement which resultea in 
the nomination of GREELEY and the conse- 
quent enlargement of the scope of the Demo- 
cratic party. 1In1874he stumped the State 
of Missouri, at his own expense, for Har- 
DIN. It was at that period that such sterling 
Democrats as BROADHEAD, GANTT and 
GLOVER left the Democratic party and re- 
pudiated its nominee because of the alleged 
reactionary or Confederate tendency of the 
party. 

Mr. PULITZER served as a Democrat in 
the convention which framed the present 
Constitution of this State. He wasa dele- 
gate to the Democratic National Convention 
of 1880, which nominated Hancock, and 
represented Missouri on the Committee on 
Resolutions. He helped to make the plat- 
form. It would seem to most people that his 
is a tolerably good record, for aman who is 
still in the thirties. 

Mr. PuLirzeR learned his Democracy 
walking through the streets of the cities of 
this Republic, seeking work and bread. He 
learned the doctrine of human rights, man- 
hood and equality among the men who toil. 
He acquired his contempt for Monopely 
when he felt its oppressive hand upon his 
shoulder. His sympathies have always been 
with the people as against unjust taxation, 
centralization and organized wealth, and his 
voice has always been raised in behalf of 
human liberty and persona) rights.

WHAT'S IN A NAME, 

Our Iowa friends are wrangling over the 
question whether or not a law prohibiting 
the manufacture or sale of any intoxicating 
liquor is a sumptuary law. Since it is the un- 
questioned right of a state to enact a sumpt- 
uary law if it chooses, the United States 
supreme court will never have a chance to 
decide whether the prohibition referred to is 
sumptuary legislation or not, and therefore 
itis only the odium attached to the word 
‘sumptuary” which lends importance to the 
discussion. The Iowa amendment reads 
thus: 

No person shall manufacture for sale, or sell or 
keep for sale, as a beverage, any intoxicating 
liquor whatever, including ale, wine and beer. 

This recognizes the right of any man 
or club of men to freely manufacture, 


import and keep for their own use, and to 
use freely as a beverage, any kind of intox-

It does not even intimate 
that there is any sin or public evilin drink- 
ingor in prviate and orderly sottishness. 
‘The insidious social poison of the wine cup 
and all thé social evils of intoxication, which 
it is the proclaimed object of this legislation 
to abate and abolish, are in this amendment 


itself recognized as matters of personat 


right and responsibility beyond the proper 
‘reach and control of law. All attainder of 
drinking.and drunkenness as evils or crimes 
against society is omitted. It is only the 
sober manufacturer or seller of the drinks 
who is to be proclaimed an enemy of society 
and treated as criminal. Therefore its 
advocates insist that this is not a sumptuary 
law; that it does not interfere with what a 


Register says, **‘a fight against the public 
saloon, not against the freedom of the 
drinker.” 

Now, if this law will not restrain drunken- 
ness by restricting the freedom of the drink- 
er, itis a monstrous fraud upon the temper- 
ance reformers who support it with that single 
object in view. If it does promote that object 
in that way-ever so little, then it is a sumpt- 
uary law,a very inefficient one it may be, but 
none the less a law in which the state feebly 
attempts to restrict the expenditure of the 
citizen for certain luxuries by prohibiting 
the manufacture or sale of the same. In so 
far as it falis short of its object as a sumptu 
ary law, itis simply a law to hamper indus- 
try and discourage trade in Iowa by substi- 
tuting club-rooms, with. imported whisky 
and ale, for saloons with home-made wine 
and beer. 


THE COMING PLAGUE.

Certainly this looks 
like a more reasonable precaution now than 
And yet why should not dis- 
ease obey regular and harmonious laws as 
wellas the balance of creation.- Some time 
we will know why the cholera rests seven-- 
teen years, just as we now know why the 
tides.follow the lunar month, or why the 
aurora borealis follows the sun-spot period. 
As Dr. HOLMES says, deep in the future this 
Nineteenth Century will come to be regarded 
as one of the late watches before the dawn 
in the night of the dark ages. Certainly our 
Science of Medicine is as empiric to-day as 
it was in the time of GALEN.

THE Hog isa noble and necessary institution, 


de*pite the prejudice of Mr. Bismarck and other 


European potentates. The Hogis especially ne 
cessary to the existence of St. Louis. He is part 
of our commerce. But my tenderest sympathies 
are touched by the sufferings of the good people 
in the west ena of the city who find their rest 
broken at the early hour of five these summer morn- 
ings by the turbulent passage of droves of hogs 
through their streets—the accompaniments being 
grunts, squeals, cracking whips and human im- 
precations. The hog moves slowly these morn- 
ings and it takes a great deal of whip-cracking 
and cursing to get him to market. People who 
sleep by open windows must bid farewell to Mor- 
pheus when the porcine caravan begins to move, 
Five o’clock in the summer time is the balmy hour 
for sleep. There is a blessed calm usually, which 
prececes the rattling milk wagon, and ‘the 
early pipe of half-awakened bird” seems at that 
drowsy hour to still the senses of the 
weary Worker. To have this holiest of seasons 

broken in upon by grunting hogs and howling, 
whip-cracking hog-drovers is an abomination.

Imet Archbishop Kenrick the other evening 
in his customary walk out Pine street to Grand 
avenue.

He car- 
ried the institution through the war, and then as 
soon as it could be done he closed it, making the 
depositors withdraw their money. Had Arch- 
bishop Purcell done the same his last years would 
not have been embittéred as they were. 


MEMBERS of the Municipal Assembly complain 
that for five years the Board has refused to second 
all efforts to stop certain quarrymen from cut- 
ting away the public streets.

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Persons who have never visited the south- 
ern part of the city have only such an idea of 
itas may be gained from the river ¥iew, with 
its smoky furnaces and dusty streets, with 
its rows Of small houses and dingy looking 
stores. They have no :conception of the 
peautiful’ homes, situated im the midst 
of hanging gardens on “the bluff,” or 
embosomed in the deep shade of forest trees 
of a century’s growth, and even more. Near 
St. Mary’s Church is an old elm, beneath 
which Thomas Benton delivered a speech 
many yearsago. It is so.large that seats 
were arranged in its branches, where the 
citizens used to resort at evening to enjoy 
the river breeze.. A circular seat extended 
around it, and inside were accommodations 
for a goodly number in. case of a 
storm. At Father Daly’s residence 
there 1s still another -specimen of this mon- 
ster growth. Carondelet was named from 
Baron de Carondelet, and its citizens are very 
leth to be merged into St. Louis, but clin 
tenaciously to the name. Thirty minutes 
ride upon the Iron Mountain railroad brings 
you tothis southern 
which may be found there beautiful homes, 
many of them perched 200 feet abgwve the 
river, and having private stairways‘eading 
down to the roa@ on the river’s bank, near 
ElJwood station. 

THE CEDARS, 

situated on the bluff north of Ellwood sta- 
tion, er owned by the Marmadukes, is 
now occupied by Mr. and Mts. Frederick 
Woodward, the lady a daughter of Gov. Car- 
lin of lilinois. The house is built of brick 
and stone, designed upon a grand scale with 
spacious halls unbroken by any stairway, 
There are twenty rooms. The dining-room, 
with its large bay window, commands a view 
of the river. The house isin the midst of a 
lawn highly improved. A little south of the 
house is an old shot tower, which has. long 
since been abandoned, The ijower portion 
has been fitted up as a billiard-room, On 
top of it has been built a picturesque pavii- 
ion, which commands a view of the river for 
miles, and is visited by every passing breeze. 
There is but one grown daughter in this 
house, Miss Maud Woodward, a fair young 
girl with Titianesque hair and blue eyes. 

Upon tiie bluff, near Ellwood Station, Mr. 
Charles P. Chouteau has bis home, 

; PIERBEMONT, 
situated in alawn,shaded by forest trees and 
laid out with walks and drives artistically 
designed, and bordered with beds of rare 
flowers. In the center is a fountain, and 


near the entrance the deep sunken earth has 


been converted into a cool and shaded re- 
treat, bordered with trees and overhung with 
vines. The large brick house is surmounted 
with an observatory, and facing the river 
is a verandah sixteen feet, wide, on which 
are settees and chairs of wicker work. ‘The 
large couservatories at one side furnish 
choice flowers at all seasons. From the tur- 
ret ashower of fireworks aeknowledges the 
salute of the Charles P. Chouteau whenever 
it passes. Miss Nannie Chouteau, a tall, 
sleuder brunette, ie the. only unmarried 
daughter. Mr. Pierre Chouteat and his wite 
aiso reside at Pierremont, 

Mr. Smith , the “‘lee King,’’ has a home on 
the bluff overlooking the sissippi. The 
grounds are not large, but are improved 
with walks and beds of flowers and groups 
of paims and §Southern piants. A winding 
ee of innumerable steps, concealed 
by shrubs and overhanging vines,leads down 
the face of the cliffs tothe river side. At 
intervals, bowers With comfortable seats 
are placed as resting places. The house is 
white frame, with breezy verandahs com- 
manding a view of the river. 

THE GREER PLACE, 

now occupied by Mr. Papin, isa large, oid- 
fashioned, roomy brick house with porticos 
on every side, and a garden in front—the 
handsomest on the Carondelet road. There 
are four bay windows from which there is a 
river view, lt was occupied at oue time by 
the nephew of Charlotte Cushman, who had 
it fitted upin a very tasteful gnd unique 
style. je 

Dr. Noel,who married a daughter of Judge 
Primm,has a home a little north of St. Mary’s 
chureh. The house, surrounded by vine co¥- 
ered vyerandas jin whieh hammocks are 
swung, is situated in the midst of a small 
Jawn doited with beds of flowers. Facing 
the East upon an elevated plane, it com- 
mands a view of the river for miles, and has 
a monopoly of the breezes from every direc- 
tion. Mrs. Noel has framed and hanging in 
her parlor the commission given to Pierre 
Chouteau, sr., to serve under the Spanish 
Government, in a treaty with the Osage In- 
dians. Itis writtenin Spanish, and bears 
the signature and coat of arms by th® Baron 
de Carondelet, for whom Carondelet was 
named, She has alsoan old map of 1844, in 
which §t. Louis cannot be found, though 
Kaskaskia has its place. 

| MR. DE FOREST, 

the rector of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, 
has a country home in the midst of beautiful 
Ae eta situated upon an elevation, the 

ibrary facing the river, with balconies over- 
hanging. He has had charge of the parish 
about four years, and he and his wife have 
been very efficient and have accomplished 
much on wy the building up of the church. 

Mr. Th@pdore Allen, one of the members 
ofthe Western Iron Boat Building Com- 
pany, has a large double brick house with 

awnand flower gardens, Overlooking the 
river, They formerly hada home at New- 
burgh an the Hudson. 

Mr. Blaisdell. another member of the West- 
ern iron Boat Baiiding Company, has also a 
home with handsome grounds and river 
view. Both Mr, and Mrs, Blaisdell are artists, 
and the interior of their home is furnished 
with artistic taste, everything harmonious 
and complete. Miss Blanche _McConneil, 
Mrs. Blaisdell’s sister, resides with them. 

Mr.- Chase, president of the Clearing 
House, has his home upon “The Bluff.” ‘The 
house, in the midst of a flower garden, faces 
the Carondelet read, and at the back has a 
long flight of steps leading down to the 
river, with convenient arbors and resting 
places by the way. , 

No citizen of Carondelet has ever done 
s0 much for that portion of St. Louis, both 
socially and in a public way, as Mr. Henry 
T. Blow. The family are seattered and 
gone, many of them dead. Miss Susie Blow, | 
who has been the means of introducing the 
kindergarten system ‘nto the public schools 
of St, Louis, and who devotes her entire 
time to its advancement, residés in St. Louis 
with her younger sister, Miss Mattie Blow. 
Madame de Smirnott, the, seco d daughter, 
lives in Europe, and Mr. Peter Biow in New 
York. ‘The old Blow homestead has been 
converted into a hospital for railroad em- 


ployes. The . 
BLOW MANSION 
is situated at the corner of Fifth and Ne- 
braska streets and is a large roomy conntry 
heuse in the center of a beautiful kept lawn, 
with brooks shaded by foresttrees. A long 
grape arbor at the side leads to the conserv- 
atories. The house is finished in fatural 
woods with rich carving. During Mr. 
Blow’s residence there, it was richly fur- 
nished and the receptacle of numerous art 
treasures brought from abroad. In the

St. Joseph’s* Church presents a ee im- 
posing appearance from the river. It isa 
large ornamental brick structure with tow- 
ers, surrounded by a large lawn. ; 

On the hill opposite St. Joseph’s convent 
was located one of the most elegant and 
picturesque buildings of twenty-five years 
ago. It could be seen for miles up and down 
the river, and was known as 

“PICOT’S TOWER.” 
The grading of the streets left the house 
one hundred feet above the level, and it be- 
Came necessary to tear this magnificent 
structure down. The ornamental grounds 
oecupied three whole blocks. 

‘Lhe lawn was smooth shaven, and shaded 
by large, old, great trees. An ornamental 
porter’s lodge stood at the gate, through 
which admission to the grounds was 
gained. In thecenter a terrace with broad 
stone steps led up to the house, which was 
of colossal design and built of stone, the 
walls being three feet thick. The wide hall 
was paved witn tessalated marble, and was 
unbroken by any. stairway. Atthe backa 
long flight of broad spiral stairs, six feet 
wide, with loop-holes at intervals, led to the 
upper part of the house, which was sur- 
rounded by two turrets, in one of which was 
Mr. Picot’s library, well stored with books 
and works of art. The other was au ob- 
servatory with luxurious furnishing, com- 
manding a 
far ~- as the eye could = reach. 
Upon the lower tloor was situated the spa- 
cious parlors divided by Corinthian columns, 
and across the halla dining-room in keep- 
ing, and dlways hospitably filled with guests. 
The kitchen was fifty feet long, with high 
vauited roof and paved with brick, the doors 
when thrown open being large enough to 
admit atwo-horse wagon. Thesmoke-house 
Was soatranged asto beoneof the most 
ornamenta! features of the grounds. It was 
circular in shape, with narrow lwvop holes, 
the top broken to resemble a ruin, and over- 
grown withivy. Of this strueture, which 
Mr. Picot had hoped woulda be an enduring 
monument, notone stone is left standing. 
Even the earth upon which it stvuéd has been 
carried pway. and the materials of which the 
house was built were sold for the trifling 
sum of $700. . 

_ Judge Primm’s comfortable, ald-fash- 
loned residence, with wide verandahs and 
lawn studded with fine oid trees planted by 
himself, stands near by, at the corner of 
Fourth street. It is furnished with the sub- 
Stantial furniture of the olden time, and 
within its walls can be found many things 
of interest pertaining to the old French and 
Spanish dominion in St.. Louis. 

MARYVILLE. 

Adjacent to Carondelet is another suburb, 
of which the Convent of the Sacred Heart 
and the Monk’s Churchare the nucleus. 
The convent is in the midst ofa lawn shaded 
by forest trees. It is a large buiid- 
ing of light brick, and here have 
beep educated a ee ptpporsian 
of the daughters of the old French families. 
The church is near by, and is said to be the 

urest type of Gothic architecture in the 

jest. Init may be found beautiful speci- 
mens of wood carving, executed by the 
brothers themselves. They have also a great 
many pictures brought from foreign lands. 


The statues are all colored after the Munich | 


style. They use only the Gregorian music, 
the brothers being the choristers. 

Near by is the 

WITHNELL PLACE, 

situated in beautiful grounds, brightened 
with flowers. Mr. Withnell is an English- 
man, and modeled his home upon the 
English style. It is of brick, with walls of 
unusual thickness, a wide portico in front, 
paved with stone, and large stone pillars 
supporting the roof. The wide  hali 
is tiled with colored stones. There are a 
great many rooms, with windows unusually 
wide and high. Mr. Withnell’s only son 
was married one year ago to Miss Alice Hay- 
del, daughter of Dr. Haydel, of “Villa Pa- 
dua,’’ a lovely home in the same neighbor- 
hood. Here'the grounds are not so large, 
but are very ornate, with a modern built 
pouse, handsomely furnished and containing 
many beantiful pictures and works of art 
from abroad. There are four generations 
represented in this family. Mr. and Mrs. 
John Byrne, their daughter, Miss Haydell, 
and her children and grandchildren. 

The Miltenbergers, representatives of our 
old French families, have their country home 
inthis neighborhood. A handsome house, 
richly furnished, with extensive ornamental 
grounds. 

Mrs. William Blow has her residence at 
Maryville. a spacious modern house, suk; 
rounded by beautiful grounds. The iouse Is 
handsomely furnished, the satin an@ plush 
upholstering of the parlor being richly ein- 
broidered in arrscene by Mrs. Blow herseif.

SPECIAL TAX-BILLS - 


Decision of Importance to Proper- 
ty-Owners. 


Washington Avenue Improvements in the 
New Limits—Power of the Municipal 
Assembly—Question of Uniformity. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision 
of interest to property owners in the case of 
Joseph O’ Meara against James Green. This 
wasan action upon a special tax-bill for 
the defendant’s portion, as owner of a Jot on 
the north line of Washington avenue, form- 
erly McClure avenue, for the cost of 


macadamizing, making the roadway, curb- 
ing and guttering that street from the old 
limits of the city to Vandeventer avenue. 
The city charter vests the power in the 
Mayor and Municipal Assembly ,to provide 
by ordinance fer improving all streets and 
for * the construction and  recon- 
struction thereof, and it . provides 
that the repairs of all streets 
shall be paid for out of the general revenue 
of the city, and the cost of paving, curbing 
and guttering streets, the cost of the mater- 
ial for the roadways, the repairs of all al- 
leys and the construction and repair of all 
sidewalks shall be charged upon the adjoin- 
ing property as a special tax. An ordinance 
was passed under this power June 29, 1881, 
directing the Board of Public Improvements 
to cause Washington avenue, from the old 
city limits to Vandeventer avenue, to be 
raded, curbed, guttered, macadamized, etc. 
he ordinance specified the materials to be 
used and the cost of that part of the 
work chargeable, under the charter, 
to the @ adjoining property-owners 
and the apportionment and assessment there- 
of against them and the certification of tax- 
bills therefor. The plaintiff was the con- 
tractor. From the tax-bill it appeared) that 
the distance between the old limits of the 
city and Vandeventer avenue Is about 1,600 
feet. ‘The defendant lives at the end nearest 
the old city limits ana he occupied the lot 
before that section became a part of the city 
by the adoption of the scheme and charter. 
During the old county organization the cen- 
ter of McClure avenue had been improved as 
a turnpike and for a distance of 450 feet west 
of the old limits of the city both sides of the 
road came to be built up. The adjoining 
owners on either side caused the road to be 
made a street by grading, guttering, curbing 
and macadamizing and laying sidewalks ail 
at theirown expense. The defendant’s lot 
was within this improvement. After the 
adoption of the scheme and charter the city, 
without expense to the adjoining owners, 
once if not oftener, spread gravel over that 
portion of the streetand kept it in gproper 
condition. The sidewalks constructed by 
these adjoining owners were not all uniform 
with each other. The improvements made 
by the adjoining owners within the 450 feet 
were made some seven years ago. They 
were in a reasonably good condi- 
tion when the plaintiff began 
work’ under his contract. He took 
up the road west of the 450 feet, regraded the 
street there so asto makeit uniform with 
the eastern 450 feet, then macadamized that 
end and set the curb and laid the gutters, 
then dressed the whole work off from the 
old limits to Vandeventer avenue, making it 
one uniform, continuous street. The repre- 
sentative of the city estimated the value of 
the old material and work of the owners 
within the eastern 450 feet, and. ip making 
out the tax-bills he gaveto each of these 
owners credit for the value of his old. work. 
The case was submitted to the court without 
a jury, and it was understood that the 
decision of the case would determine 
anumber of others arising out of the same 
matter. The court holds thatitis bound by 
the action of the Municipal Assembly. ‘Iirat 
action cannot be declared unreasonable and 
therefore void, because the improvement 
was in an inhabited paré of the city, directly 
connected with other similar improvements, 
and the owners of the property adjoining the 
new work were also assessed in part for the 
value of the old work as riew. 1€ power to 
make the improvements being a continuing 
one and the authority to reconstruct streets 
at the expense of the owners also appearing, 
and the exercise of legislative discretion in 
that respect in tne case at the bar not appear- 
ing unreasonable, the court must hold defend- 
ant bound thereby. The municipality being 
ina measure liable to persons traveling upon 
the streets, it mav be supposed that the 
Board of Public Improvements and the As- 
sembly. in the exércise of legislative discre- 
tion, determined that this street could not be 
roperly improved without making it uniform 
etween the points named in this ordinance. 
Between these points the owners must all be 
held adjoining owners, and liable as such for 
the whole work as continuous work. The 
action of the Assembly was upon that part 
of the charter which authorized this im- 
provement as new work and as reconstruc- 
tion of the street. By thecontinuance of the 
improved street and the uniformity thereof 
he has received a benefit beyond the mere 
alterations upon his on street front. In 
_ State a failure of the contractor to com- 
ply strictly with the requirements of the or- 
dinance in the matter of the execution of the 
work andits details does not avoid the as- 
sessment. That the defendant feccived 
credit for what was the full value of his old 
work isclear. Judgment is entered In favor 
of the plaintiff.

An African Kingdom With an Invisible 
King. 


African Letter from Paul Soielllet.. 


You have by this time heard of my safe 
arrival at Choa, and the very friendly man- 
ner in which I was received. by King Mene- 
lik II, I then informed you of my intention 
to visit Kaffa, andI am happy to tell you 
ts thatl am returning home from that 
region. 

was wer well received in that kingdom 
of Kaffa, which folks are fain to represent 
as a region. impenetrable to Europeans. I 
remained there fifteen days, and the saine 
length of time in the Kingdoms of Djeme 
and Gouma. No white man has previously 
entered either of these countries. 

I bring back with me from this voyage, 
which has lasted three months, not only 
much very curious ipformmtion of a geo- 
graphical and ethnological character, but 
also some remarkable collections—including 
among other rare objects, two authentic 
Okornono skulls, and some Kaffa coffee 
which we shall drink as soon as I get back-- 
not out of the skulls, but out of magnificent 
cups of buffalo horn, presented to me by 
their gracious majesties, the’Queens of Dije- 
ma and 6f Gouma. 

As for the Queen of Kaffa,I was never able 
to see her, any more than the King. Katffa is 
a jand of mysteries; no one living there can 
see the King. When the ministers or gran- 
dees of the kingdom desire to consult their 
monarch, they enter the royal hall walking 
backward and clad in skins of wild beasts, 
until they draw near enough to a great cur- 
tain behind which the King is concealed.

cism that could justify me or any one else in 
rationally accepting it, my study of it proved 
in many ways most valuable and fruitful. 
It made me familiar with a type of life pre- 
viously almost unknown to me;it showed 
me how much could be done by careful, per- 
sistent training to render men pure, unsel- 
fish and devoted; it made me intimate with 
men who have become my bosom friends 
and will, Il hope, remain so as long as I live:

osophy of Rosmini,on which, as you know, 1 
published a large volume last year. 

My acquaintance with Rosmini’s philoso- 
phy was the great epoch in my life, the end 
of doubt and uncertainty, the beginning of 
clearness and firm purpose. For nearly 
twenty years my mind had been led hither 
and thither through all kinds of quagmires 
of idealism and maierialism by German, 
French and English systems, as by so many 
will-o’-the-wisps, until at last I was 
beginning to despair of ever ‘reaching 
any saving truth; and now, all at once, 
i was introduced to a system, whose author, 
as it were, took me by the hand and led me 
through all the labyrinths of thought up. to 
perfect clearness and sunshine. I cannot 
describe to youthe avidity with which I 
read his works and drank in his thoughts. 
lor months I went every day and spent a 
couple ot hours with the most learned of his 
followers, diseussing every knotty point and 
familiarizing myself with every corner of 
the system. Finally I mastered it, and real- 
ized that Ll was on the high road to truth. 

You must not suppose from this that I 
have accepted Rosmini’s system in its en- 
tirety. By no means. Rosmini was a de- 
voted Catholic and wrote his philosophy for 
the express purpose of laying a foundation 
for faith in that doctrine. ludeed, so far as 
that doctrine has any justification, it is to be 
found in Rosmini’s system, which has made 
Catholicism acceptable tomany who would 
otherwise have rejectedit. Still, belief in 
Catholicism is very far from being a neces- 
sary consequence of holding Rosmini’s phil- 
vsophy, which, being in the main true, nec- 
essarily admits of no untrue consequences. 
l, therefore, completely separate Rosmini’s 
philosophy from his theology, accepting in 
its main dectrines the former anu altogether 
rejecting the latter. This I stated publicly 
inan article which appeared in the Fort- 
nightly Review for November, 1881. 

caunot in a letter tellyou what the pe- 
culiarities of Rosmini’s philosophy are; I 
will simply say that, being freed by it from 
the errors of other philosophies, and follow- 
ing itin my own way toiis consequences, I 
have been able to see that the individual 
soul is eternal, and that its weal and its woe 
depend entirely upon how it actsin relation 
to the other eternal beings whose interaction 
makes up the universe. Inthis way I get 
rid of both the idealistic and materialistic 
systems, and see my way clear to a philos- 
ophy which shall give life a meaning, and 
encourage men to live with all earnestness 
and circumspection. 

And this brings me back to the point 
where I started. My whole desire at pres- 
ent is to find leisure to formulate in written 
works the truth which I have attained, 
working it out into all the branches of the- 
ory, art and practice, and at the same time 
tu obtain an opportunity of communicating 
it directly to others who are desirous of 
finding a solution of the problem of life. [ 
cannot afford the time or the strength to 
toil foa the making of money by devoting 
myself to pursuits which have no direct 
bearing upon my main object. When a man 
reaches middle life and has a purpose, he 
grudges every hour that he is obliged to de- 
vote to anything else. If I could fir’ a 
chance to lecture on what lies nearest t y 
heart to people who really cared tc ur 
what I have to say, [should bs very, ing 
to do so, but | cannot undertake to give 
mere <desuitory lectures on stray 
subjects of literature or art, fitting into 
no Whole of thought. What I skouid like 
best of ali would be to meet some smal! 
society which would be willing to listen to 
me until they understood my 
system as a whole, and in all its relations to 
thought, art and life, to accept me for atime 
as their preacher. There is such a society 
in New York of which the leading spirit is 
Dr. Adler, and my friend Mr, W. M. Salter 
is founding another similar to it in Chicago. 
If St. Louis would form such a society and 
invite me to come and pee toit, 1 wonld 
gladly do so, and preach not only upon phil- 
osophy, butalso upon the great works of 
ancient and modern literature, upon art and 
polity. have several courses of lectures 
already written, those upon art being in- 
tended for illustration with the stereoptican. 
But I mention this merely as a suggestion, 
I dv not know whether St. Louis is adapted 
for the formation of such a society, or 
whether the thoughtful ple prefer to 
remain on the free, shoreless sea of doubt 
and uncertainty. You might think the mat-

Detalis of the Fight Between the Ar. 
kansas and the Carondelet. 


Sr. Louis, July 13. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
. In your issue of the 7th inst., is an article 
from the Detroit Free Pressagiving an ac- 
count of the passage of the Confederate Ram 


burg, which, though correct in the main, has 
some slight errors. The article says: “The 


and Queen of the West, was waiting in the 
Yazoo, when, one morning, the Arkan- 
Sas was suddenly sighted coming down.” 
The fact of the matter was this: Captain 
Walker, of the Carondelet, was ordered to 
proceed up Old River—an old. bed ‘ot the 
Mississippi—to the mouth of the Yazoo prop- 
er, and to remain through the day, 
‘while the Tyler and Queen of the 


West went reconnoitering - the Yazoo. 
Captain Walker, told me that he had no no- 
tice that the Arkansas was expected out, 
and consequently went up without any or- 
der of battie, and the Tyler and Queen, being 
much faster, passed up and were a mile or 
more ahead when the Arkansas appeared. 
The Tyler and Queen opened fire on her, and 
very properly retreated. ~The Carondelet 
kept on till past the ‘I'yier and Queen, when 
Captain Walker reluctantly, but judiciously 
concluded to retreat, and give the Arkansas 
a running fight. He could have sunk her 
with one lick as easily as if his vesse! had 
been a transport, When we had got around 
and straightened down with héadway, tne 
Arkansas was not more than 200 vards 
astern of us. She gained rapidly upon 
us, and struck us in the 
stern, but without injuring us, as 
our experience at Fort ‘Pillow had taught us 
enough to fortify with a bar of railroad iron 
against such an exigency. We continued in 
close action, almost muzzle to muzzle, till 
they had cut us very badly to pieces, cutting 
away the backing bell and speaking trumpet 
leading from the engine to the pilot-house, 
aud cutting the escape pipe below the deck. 
Supposing they had disabled us, they passed 
us, giving us 
THEIR BROADSIDE 

in passing, We then pulled under her stern, 
intending to return her favors with our heavy 
bow battery, but discovered on trying to 
straighten down to foilow her, that our tiller 
rope on the starboard side had been disa- 
ed, so the boat continued swinging to the 
right, and the backing bell and speaking 
tube being gone, the pilot was unable 
to signal to the engineer in time 
to keep her out of the bank. 
upon which sheran with such force that it re- 
quired a spar to get her off. This, of course, 
let us out of the fight. Had Capt. Walker 
been informed that the Arkansas was ex- 
pected out, we might possibly—though not 
probably, as I consider that the Arkansas 
was equal to any three of our gunboats, not 
rams—have captured her. [ was pilot on 
the Carondelet, and was on deck all through 
the action and know what I say is true. 
The Free Press article says: **The Caron- 
delet had not fired above four shots when a 
solid shot from the Arkansas disabled her 
engines. A second entered her ports and 
killed five men, and in less than ten minutes 
she had fourteen men killed and wounded, 
and was aground on the bank. It is claimed 
by the confederates aboard the Ram, and by 
others watching the fight from the shore, 
that the Carondelet struck her flag.”’ The 
Carondelet engines were not disabied at all, 
though I do not doubt that the Arkansas 
thought they were, on account of the escape 
of steam below the deck. Her flag was 
not pulled down from the time it was raised 
at sunrise till sunset. Every shot from the 
Arkansas penetrated, as we were not ar- 
mored at the stern, and the men were killed 
by splinters. The writer has over-stated 
our casualties, as I think we had only eignt 
or ten killed and wounded in all. The only 
way in which she was crippled—though bad- 
ly cut up—was in the tiller rope, which at 
any other time would have been a trifle.

LUXURIES OF THE POOR. 


Tripe Trimmings, Ham Rinds, Bullocks’ 
kars, Winkles, and Other Delicacies. 
From the Lonaon Telegraph. 

“But Ihave always understood,” said I, 
“that tripe is rather an expensive delicacy.’ 
“So itis, if anyone isso foolishly extravagant 
as to go in for the honey-comb and what are 
called the best parts of it,’”’ she replied, “but 
the cuttings and igponan, « re just as juicy 
and tender when properly stewed, e 
difference in the price is twopence a pound 
set beside eightpence or tenpence. There’s 
always plenty to be had, for the big shops 
have no sale for cuttings and trimmings, and 
the lower-class shops get itall And if you 
want a luxury for supper on a cold winter’s 
night, there you have it, as cheap nearly as 
eating bread and cheese. A pound and a 
haif of cutdings, threepence; onions, a 
ha’penny ; milk, a ha’penny ; potatoes, a pen- 
ny; and there you are, provided with a good, 
not, relishing meal for three, at a cost of 
only a fraction over tre’ pence a head.” 

i, no doubt, looked surprised at this reve- 
lation of domestic economy in the under- 
currents of social life, for with a chuckle the 
husband remarked, ‘*Lor’ bless you, sir, it is 
all a delusion for people to suppose that poor 
folks—men with families, who, 
earn no more than a pound a week, say—-get 
nothing but crusts, while their ri¢h neigh- 
bors get the cake. It may be in another 
shape and way, but they get their niceties 
and relishes just the same. It is nobody's 
fault but their own if they do not, 
here, now! What do you say to ealves’ head 
and bacon? Would you call that a luxury 
oh a poor man’s dinner or supper table?” “I 
should say that he was lucky to be able to 
place so excellent a meal there. But it 
couldn’t, of course, be done at the same low 
rate as the supper of tripe cuttings.”” “But 
something just as nice, apd of exactly the 
same flavor, vould,” he replied, triumph- 
antiy. “Youcan buy at the tripe.shop half 
a large cow-heel for threepence 
ha’penny, and you can buy at most 
ham and beef shops the rind thai is 
taken off the best of hams after they are* 
cooked for three halfpence. Seeing a ham- 
rind curled up and dry, you wouldn’t, per- 
haps, admire the leathery look ofit. But, 
put back into boiling water, it opens out ard 
eats as delicate as chicken. Pop ’em in the 
sauce-pan together—your cow-heel and your 
rind, and simmer ’em gently, aud you’li get 
a good-sized dish full with all the flavor of 
calves’ head and bacon about it, and, with- 
out vegetables, fivepence is all the cost. But 
three of you—when [I say three Il mean the 
missus and myself aud une grown-up gir) at 
home that works at the brush drawing-—— 
couldn’t get nourishment and niceness for 
less than that?” ‘Il should say it was quite 
impossible to do so,’”’ 1 replied. “Except it 
was bullocks’ ears,” his wife remarked. 
“Yes; but itisn’t everybody can get ’em,”’ 
said her husband; ‘“‘only ghem that live at 
Bermondsey, and near the skin market. The 
hides, {résh from the butchers,” he contin- 
ued, turning to me to make the explanation, 
“are stacked in heaps in the market-piace, 
and some of the salesmen give them they 
know the privilege of cutting off the ears. 
‘Burrs’ they call ’em, and they sell ’em for 
about a penny.a pound, and, nicely scalded 
and scraped, and then gently stewed, and 
served up with alittle meited butter with a 
sprig*of parsley. chopped up in it, they make 
a dish the Lord Mayer of London wouldn’t 
turn up his nose at, if he didn’t know what 
they were or where they came from. But 
bullocks’. ears, as 1 have already said, are 
not a luxury come-at-table everywhere—not 
like bulloca’s head or sneep’s head, for in- 
stance.” 

lt occurred to me to inquire of the econom- 
ical couple if they included tinned meats iu 
the luxuries of the pvor, and they unhesi- 
tatingly replied that they did not. They might: 
be considered cheap, they said, by those 
whose means admitted of their buying joints 
of butchers’ meat, but those who had to 
scheme and mancuvre to keep the 
pot boiling had long ago discovered that the 
tins did not contain solid worth of their 
hard-earned money. “The best proof of 
that,’’ said the husband, “is that meat_in 
tins, be it beef or mutton, does not offer the 
same resistance to the appetite of a hard- 
worked hungry aa (he was a stonemason’s 
laburer).. I’ve tried it. Half a pound, or at 
the outside ten ounces, of good butcher's 
meat is as much aslcan get through, and I 
can put away a pound of tinned meat as 
easily as | can smoke a pipe. The great ad- 
vantages as regards cheapness is supposed to 
lie in the fact that the tinning ts done in 
America. and Austrailia, where a whole 
sheep is worth only a few shillings; 
but when,”’ he added, with a 
shrewd wink, ‘vou find chaps 
in the provision way in Whitechapel 
and other parts of London taking to the tin- 
ning line of business, it naturally occurs to 
a man that he will do._better to buy his meat 
at first hand and save the expense of a tin, 
which, when empty, is of no mortal use to 
him.” Asked whether he included cheap so- 
called *““German’’ sausages and other ques- 
tionable preparations, such as “spiced 
beef” and “‘colared head.” in his list of lux- 
uries and relishes, he replied emphatically 
“Certainly not.” “Blindman’s buif,” he 
added laughingly, ‘“‘was all very well as a 
game, but he didn’t care about itas a feature 
of his victualling department.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 

A charming way to flavor custards is to 
beat fruit jeily with the whites of the eggs; 
red raspberry jelly and quince jelly are es- 
pecially nice for this. 

Horseradish root boiled in salt and water, 
with a little vinegar, is good to send to the 
table with roast meat of any kind; cut it in 
thin slices and use it as a garnish. 

A handsome tidy is made of linen seine, 
with the ends fringed or withdrawn work at 
each end, or it may have this work and ine 
fringe at the bottom oaty. Then with black 
etching silk work some pretty figure in the 
center. A vine-like border is a great addi- 
tion. 

An agreeable and appetizing dish is made 
by cooking asparagus and peas together.
